Jier Platt, formerly United States sena- 
tor from New York and for many -cars 
a national figure in 'Republican politics, 
died at 3:4o o'clock Sunday afternoon in 
the apartment of Mr. and Mrs. Gustav 
Abelc OK West Eleventh street, from 
•whom he. had rented three room* for the 
last four years. Mrs. Abele had been 
his nurse. 


Dr. Paul Auterbridge, his physician, 


said that the cause, of death was chronic 
jmd acute Bright's disease. The body 
was removed to the home of Frank II. 
Platt. his son, nnd will be taken on 
Tuendiiy to Oswego, X. V., the squalor's 
birthplace, where it will be buried. Fun- 
eral sen-ices will be held Wednesday at 
the Presbyterian church in Owcgo. 


End is Sudden. 


T,he ond was startlingly sudden. An 


Hour before- the. senator died bis two 
Konn, Frank and Kdward. with their fam 
ilipB ond his widowed son, Harry, with 
the latter's daughter. Charlotte and son, 
Sherman, had left the house, after their 
usual Sunday visit.

The senator said at 


very well nnd 


thought he would read the Sunday pa- 
]>ej-s. At 8 .o'clock he was taken with a 
fainting fit' and Dr. Auterbridge was 
hurriedly called. The family was noti- 
fied and returned in haste. Mr. Plait re- 
covered from his lapse, but sank into 
unconsciousness and died fifteen minutes 
later. The relatives were all at his bed- 
side. 


Known as "Easy Boss." 


" Senator,Platt, the -Easy Boss" of earl- 
ier "and brighter days, was for many 
years not only the. Republican,, leader of 
his state, but a figure in national poll-, 
tics shoulder to shoulder with men of 
such rank and reputation as the late 
Mathew .Stanley Quay of Pennsylvania. 
Both men were of exceptional intelleclu- 
«1 attainments .and both turned them, 
with signal success, to party organiza- 
tion. Quay died still a power; Platt out- 
lived his time and felt himself in.late 
years out of touch with the moving spir- 
it of eevnts. 


Twice in his life Platt was the center 


of the national stage, once when he re-, 
signed with'Roac'oe Conkling from the 
United States senate, and was instantly 
nicknamed "Me too" Platt, and once 
when he induced Theodore Roosevelt to 
run for vice president with McKiirtey. 
miwli against Roosevelt's better judg- 
ment and in the face of his repeated de- 
clarations that nothing could induce him 
to accept the. nomination. 


Days of Domination Gone. 


There'-could not be a better instance 


of Plait's skill in persuasion arid manip- 
ulation pr of the irony that mocked his 
ripest .wisdom. McKinley was 
Oiot; 


Roosevelt became president, and the days 
of Platt's domination in the state lapsed 
into senility. His bodily strength de- 
clined rapidly. 
He made a .second mar- 


riage which ended in the- courts and he 
•wan sued by Mac Wood, formerly a clerk- 
in government employ, for divorce, on 
tho strength of a third marriage never 
proved to have taken place. 


Despite the- Conkling affair, Senator 


Platt became state leader again in 1S94, 
nnd in 1897 was elected a second lime to 
the United States senate, succeeding Da- 
vid Bennett Hill. "He fell out. with Gov. 
Frank Blsck and, to defeat his venomi- 
nation put forward Theodore Roosevelt, 
a type whose undeveloped possibilities he 
did not justly estimate. | It was Roose- 
velt's rapid progress toward popularity 
and power that led Pratt to suggest him 
for the vice presidency, hoping that in 
the quiet of that dignified office he might 
be forgotten. 


Platt was born in Owego, Tioga coun- 


ty, Xew York, on July 15, 18311, of Pur- 
itan ancestry. He entered Yale college 
with the class of 1849, but left in the 
middle of his iunior year because of ill 
health. His father wished him to study 
for the ministry, but he never advanced 
farther in that direction than to sing in 
the church choir.

SHIPS WITHIN A VOLCANO 


Unique Industry of the People or Little- 


Known Saba 


Stray Stories: Saba, in the West In- 


dies, 'is one of- the most- extraordinary 
places in the world. 


By courtesy it is called ond island, but 


it is'really nothing more than the summit, 
of an extinct volcano sticking up out of 
the sea. Inside the crater live only in- 
habitants of Saba. They live there be- 
cause there is nowhere else for them to 
live, the outside slopes being nearly as 
steep as the sides of a house. 


The place belongs to Holland and the 


people are all-Dutch. Nevertheless, they 
speak English as their native tongue. 
They call their crater'town Bottom, be- 
cause it is situated on top of a moun- 
tain. 


Although surrounded on all sides by 


the sea, they often spend weeks without 
seeing it, for that involves a long climb 
up to the -rim of the crater. Still less 
frequently do they touch salt water, be- 
cause to do so they must, in addition, 
climb downward for a distance of 1,300 
feet by a precipitous rock-hewn path, 
known as the Ladder.

If, 
however, in regard, to their 


staple industry that these Dutch "pco- 
pie who speak English, and who live aloft 
in a volcano in a summit city called 
Bottom, reach Uie extreme of topsy- 
turveydom. One. might imagine them 
making balloon* of kites, or, in fact, 
anything but what they do make, which 
is ships. 


Not ocean-going liners, of course, but 


good, serviceable schooners and luggers, 
whose repute is great all over the Wind- 
ward Islands. The ships, when finished, 
have to be hauled up to the rim of the 
crater and then lowered over a precipice 
into the sea.

.WASHINGTON, March 3.—As .soon as 


the senate convened today it was appar- 
ent that the administration forces on the 
postal savings bank bill had the sit- 
uation well in hand. 


Without preliminaries pf any charac- 


ter, the roll was called immediately upon 
the Cummins amendment to the Smoot 
amendment. The Cummins proposition 
•was defeated by a:vote of 18 to 40. This 
attempted .change would have confined to 
times of war, the investment of postal 
funds in government securities and ac- 
cording to Senator Carter and other sup- 
porters of the administration plan would 
have defeated the bill 'altogether: 


The Smoot amendment, which 
was 


next in order, would permit the invest- 
ment of postal funds in government se- 
curities in time of. war and other exi- 
gencies at the discretion of the presi- 
dent whenever the government's credit 
wns involved. 


As soon as the defeat of the Cummins 


amendment was announced, Senator Bo- 
rah offered another amendment -to tha 
Smoot amendment, making such invest- 
ments apply only to bonds which bear at 
least two and a quarter per cent inter- 
est. 
Mr, Smoot suggested that • this 


should read: "yielding" at least 2'/4 per 
cent. Mr. Carter was willing to accept 
this suggestion, but Mr. Borah would 
not and « vote was taken. 


The Borah amendment was carried 'by 


a vote of 49 to 11. This will make it 
impossible to use the postal funds to 
buy the government-two per rait securi- 
ties of which there are $730,000,000 in 
existence. 


La Follette Favors Amendment.

who voted for the Cummins amendment 
come, from the middle western 'states.

'MANDAMUSSING CONGRESS 


The success of a paper manufacturing 
oncern in mandamussing the 
printing 


committee of congress in the District of 
Columbia Supreme court opens up a vista 
of possibilities for individuals, firms and 
corporations aggrieved by course of any 
congressional committee. It had always 
>een presumed the actions of senators 
nd 
congressmen and 
this including 


their several acts as combined in commit- 
,ees, were invulnerable as to attack anc 
that no coQrt could have jurisdiction over 
them or as assembled in committees. 


The case in question was that 
of a 


manufacturer 
aggn<ieved because 
the 


printing committee had not been inclines 
;o consider their bid. The courts were 
sought and the decision handed 
down 


compels the congressional committee to 
receive the bid or bids of this partieulai 
concern. Now the next step naturally 
will bo should this particular bid be the 
lowest and turned down for any reason 
the courts will again be sought and the 
committee mandamussed to compel ac- 
ceptance of the bid whether the pro 
ductn of the lirm be regarded as desir 
able or not. 


Tt would seem to the ordinary citi 


wn that the door opened, a flood of trou 
bles, is admitted. For if paper men maj 
mandamus to compel their bids to be 
received and manufacturers can of course 
do the same thing there seems to be an 
end to government as it is commonly un 
dcretood, for the reason if court proceed 
ings be successfully had as to bids fo 
work, court proceedings may be taken 
for other purposes. 


How and where can the line be drawn 
Where does the door of orderly legis 


lation end and the door to legislation b) 
mandamus begin? 
For while ot eours 


the law properly reviews when called up 
on, the constitutionality of a law of »tat 
or of nation, yet the proceedings of mem- 
bers of legislature and of congress if sub- 
juct to mandamusses of courts for one 
object, it would seem may be equally 
subject for other objects. 


The present case may be a small mat- 


ter itself merely the question of a man- 
ufacturer compelling by court process a 
congressional committee to receive their 
bids for work or supplies, but the law 
is peculiar and one* a door is opened, the 
law' sets its foot in the small opening 
in such a manner the door may never 
again be closed. So mandamusses may 
be applied to other matters besides bids.

Trea- 
son can of course be committed, but the 
wildest stretch of the government of- 
ficials can not make any changes, made 
in connection with the Panama csrml 
work, treasonable. 


The newspapers of the United States 


regard this as a matter entirely out of 
all politics and therefore unanimously 
protest against the assumption of the 
government authorities at Washington, 
that it poisesses authority to prosecute 
upon criminal or civil charges any one 
of the- press or number of the press for 
uppositiocal libel against any official or 
prominent citizen. 


It would be much better if the admin- 


istration let the matter drop. It has 
lost its cases in two cities and by decis- 
ions by federal judges of its own crea- 
tion. Then if the assuroel libeled citi- 
zens including Roosevelt himself if ho 
deems himself libeled, commence crimi- 
nal or civil suits or both against the In- 
dianapolis and New York paper accused 
for damages, they will be entirely within 
their rights and no objections can be 
nade. But it is a 
highly dangerous 


principle to be established that the gov- 
ernment at any time namely by its mar- 
shals, arrest and convey publishers to 
Washington to stand trial, this meaning 
in its fullest force, that the government 
may sue for libej and arrest for crimi- 
nal libel, newspapers that criticise gov- 
ernment officials or prominent citizens in 
anywise related or assumed to be relat- 
ed to the government. 


Let there be no further proceedings 


taken. It will be better all around. 


CONCEALED WEAPONS AIDS TO CRIME 


One very potent contributor to homi 


cidcs and cold blooded murder is the 
handy conwiled weapon, and while the 
law permits alluring advertisements o 
gun firms, it permits m some localities 
yet the carrying of the weapons in 
handy pockets. 
In some states in the 


south an attempt has been made to re- 
duce the fatalities by making it illegal 
to curry any weapon except of a pre- 
scribed "lengt'h, too long to be carried in 
the pocket. Other localities have, pro- 
hibited the carrying of weapons in any 
form, although in the northern states 
carrying concealed weapons has long 
been a criminal offense, and it is true 
that in the greater number of homicides 
such would never have occurred but for 
the flashing out of the handy knife or 
revolver. Still public sentiment weighs 
for a great deal and it has rot been HO 
very long that this public,sentiment has 
been anything like forceful in the more 
southern belt of states. 


Missouri is one of the states earnest- 


ly trying to wipe out the evil and Kan- 
sas City one of the cities as earncst- 
Iv seeking to enforce the law. Wherever 
liiis in the case the reduction in crime 
and in murders is promptly forthcom- 


ing.

The offer was refused with scorn. The 
young fellow would sooner draw his two 
dollars a day in a local factory. 


The labor situation is becoming so des- 


perate in the adjoining country, that 
some farmers are selling their farms in 
small tracts, others are taking advant- 
age of the offers of the sugar beet com- 
panies. 
These companies will pay a 


certain amount for the beets raised on 
the land, und furnish nil the men nec- 
essary to work the crop. 
This is one 


wav to make the cost of living high. 
The land which -was formerly a market 
garden is now a field of sugar beets. 
The house wife now gets her sugar at 
the prevailing rate, and pays three times 
us much for her garden truck as she did 
a few ycnrs ago. , And the farmer boy 
comes to the city, allows his father to 
cut up his farm into small tracts. To

once, not a quarter long enough for the enjoyment ol 
all the intimate details of this "unparalleled aeries of 
mysterious crimes," and. as Wall and Fulton Streets 
and Bowling Green were successively reached, it was 
with such a sigh as one puts down some enthralling 
romance that the eawrapt passengers alighted at their 
various destinations. Twelve murder, in one night i 
Think of itl The conductors had to buy their own 
papers that morning. 
Not * newspaper was left in 


The newspapers of the day, and of the weeks fol- 


lowing, must be read for a complete history of these 
twelve murders. The printed matter concerning thern 
would fill many volumes, and the curious may study 
all the detail* with gruesome photographic comment, 
in the files of certain New York dailies. Here we 
are concerned only with the main faats of the mur- 
ders, and their subsequently discovered .significance.

morning of September 13. In fact, I cannot do better 
than reprint the precis made for the convenience of 
its readers by a newspaper deservedly famous for the 
solicitous, pains-taking rapidity with which it 'divines 
and supplies the wants of its particular public—that 
is, a public not so very particular, but voracious for 
particulars. 


"For ready reference," said the newspaper in ques- 


tion, "we have here summarized the main facts of 
this most extraordinary deluge of crime. Readers de- 
siring fuller details will find them on pages two, three, 
four, five and six." 


In reprinting this summary, I shall here and there 


supplement it with some of those fuller details re- 
ferred to. 


1. According to the testimony of Erastus John- 


sou, bell-boy, colored, working at the Hotel Saragossa, 
Charles O'Hagan, the clerk, was at his desk, about 
twenty minutes past eleven on the night of Septem- 
ber 12. The hotel hallways and lounges were empty, 
and everything was quiet, though in the dining and 
smoking rooms the rush of patrons from the theatres 
was momently expected. 
Presently a large touring 


automobile stopped at the door of the hotel, and a tall 
young man, followed by a valet carrying a suit-case, 
went up to the desk and asked for rooms for himself 
and- his servant, 


O'Hagan, who, it appears, was not of a very civil 


disposition, took his time, turning over pages of his 
register, as though he were seeing what rooms were 
left The young man seemed to fume a little at his man- 
ner, but kept his temper. Then, at his leisure, O'Hagan 
said he would give him - ropms 316 and 317- 
As he 


said this, he looked up, with a superior manner on 
which he prided himself—and gazed into the shin- 
ing barrel of a revolver.

HALLEY'S- COMET. 


This most investing and wonder- 


ful object is being k«pt. under con- 
stant observation ..at tS* great obserr- 
atories. 
Toward the beginning of 


the month its distance from the earth 
is Increasing, but as it*Is then Ap- 
proaching the sun with the enormous 
velocity of one million miles an 
hour, the disturbances, electrical and 
otherwise, which.-are set up to it by 
that body will, cause, it to grow much 
brighter. Its brightness will, in fact, 


below. If facing north, bold the map inverted.^ 


shown in Fig. 2. the time occupied 
in one revolution being 194 years. 
When closest together the stars, by 
their mutual attraction, must greatly 
distort each other's form, raiting 
enormous bodily tides in one an- 
other, and at this time we should ob- 
serve great fluctuations in their light. 
The nearest approach will not, bow- 
ever, occur again until the year 2030, 
at which time their light will doubt- 
less be studied with great interest

THE PLANETS. 


The placet Saturn may be seen low 


down in the west for nearly three 
hours after sunset, and, though not 
in the moat favorable position for ob- 
servation, it Is still a beautiful object 
in a small telescope. Mars has drawn 
far to the east of Saturn, and during 


southwest just after sunset, its bright 
head pointed toward the sun, while 
in the opposite direction there ex- 
tended a narrow, straight tail, which 
afterwards became double. From the 
first rough measures It was thought 
that the visitor would move through 
Pegasus and Andromeda nud become 
a conspicuous object, but more ac- 
curate observations showed that this 
would not occur. It was found that 


h»d pasaed nearest the sun on 


13,000 miles, but it will expand great- 
ly' as it approaches the sun. It is 
now farther from the sun than the 
earth Is, but the disturbances set up 
in it even at this distance have al- 
ready driven off part of its material 
into a slender, straight tail.
